A New Chapter. 


The debate on Irish affairs in the House 
of Lords yesterday was short, but interest- 
ing. . On this. subject, as on many others, 
the Upper House seems to reflect more 
faithfully than the Lower the feeljfngs and 
convictiéns of the average Englishman. 
In the first. place, the Lords are dis- 
gusted and alarmed by the state of the 
country, which, as.Lord Askwith said, is 
now dominated by a ‘complete system of 
terrorism and er.’ In the next 
place, they are critical of the Govern- 
ments recent methods in Ireland, and 
hope for an early improvement under the 
new régime, Finally, they insist that no 
concessions can.be made to violence and 
disorder, and that, at any cost to the 
Empire, the dream of an independent Irish 
Republic must-remain a dream, It was 
unthinkable, the Lord Charicéllor said, 
that the power which had defeated Ger- 
many should surrender to a conspiracy, 
however desperate and ingenious, in any 
part of the United Kingdom. These 
are the views of the vast body of 
Englishmen, and neither the Irish Execu- 
tive nor its organised enemies can afford 
to ignore them. On the one hand, Sinn 
Fein and its supporters will spare their 
country infinite loss and suffering if they 
recognise sooner rather than later that 
they are engaged in a hopeless conflict, 
On the other hand, the Irish Executive 
which, according to the Lord Chancellor, 
has had, and will continue to have, all 
the resources of the British Government 
at its back, must recognise that hitherto 
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_ that is stifling all its normal activities ; 
' but if, and when, that relief comes, the 
improvement will be swift and far- 
reaching. When the Executive so marshals 
its, resources and so extends the shield of 
its protection that men can go confidently 
about their daily business, and once more 
call their souls their own, it wil havs 
summoned to its aid the most powerful of 
all allies—a strong body of national 
opinion. The Executive’s chief task is 
the creation of a sound public opinion in 
Irelandx And success or failure in creating 
it will be the chief test of the success or 
failure of the new men and the new 
methods at Dublin Castie. 


The World’s Food. 


In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
C. A. McCurdy revealed the hard facts of 
the food situation. The outlook is dis- 
tunctly gloomy. We have made but slight 
progress with the work of repairing the 
ravages of war, and the world must pre- 
pare itself for a prolonged period of short 
commons. This year’s crops hold no 
prospect of relief. Almost every produc- 
ing country will have a smaller surplus to 
export than it had in 1919. The amount 
of wheat “in sight’’ in. the United States 
has not justified the forecasts which were 
circulated some months aZo, and it will be 
necessary to reduce the exports to Europe 
by about four million tons. Reports from 
the Argentine and Australia tell a similar 
tale. India is the only country where an 
increased yield is expected, but there is 
no ‘hone that her exports will be substan- 
tially greater than they were last year. 
It is strange that the Government has 
taken no practical step to increase the 
supplies of home-produced wheat. Since 
the Armistice was signed. the acreage de- 
voted to this crop has shrunk at an alarm- 
ing rate. “In view of the situation as 
disclosed by Mr. McCurdy we believe that 
the..Government would be. justified in

Sugar from Sawdust. 


Housewives will rejoice,’ and sugar- 
growers turn pale, when they learn of the 
latest triumph of the ersatz inventor. Mr. 
Robert Hyde, of Pittsburg, Pa., has dis- 
covered how to make sugar out of saw- 
dust. Cynics may assert that the process 
is by no means new, but Mr. Hyde declares 
that his product will be sold at the rate 
of about three-halfpence per pound, 
whereas, that of his less altruistic conipeti- 
tors costs tenpence. This friend of 
humanity is a graduate of Manchester, and 
studied chemical lore at the feet of a 
German professor. Under Mr. Hyde's 
process. one pound of. sawdust becomes 


sugar. We have known a pound cf sugar, 
on: close investigation, to become a quarter 
of a pound of the finest sand; but Mr. 
Hyde’s discovery puts all such trifles in 
the shade. The authorities of Pittsburg, | 
ie are told, are investigating the claims | 
of the inventor. Matters such as this 
brook no deiay: If we can make. sugar | 
by sprinkling Mr. Hyde's elixir on saw- 
dust, let us begin at once. At present a | 
housewife gets half a pound per week as | 
her ration, and she is often lucky if she | 
gets that.. Now she will be able to laugh 
at’ the Food Controller and treat. her auto- 
cratic grocer with scorn. ‘There is only 
one danger. Mr. Hyde lives in América, 
and the American climate has a nasty 
knack of making geese appear as swans, 
and equinoctial gales as cosmic cataclysms, 
Perhaps, it also has.the quality.of making | 
sawdust look like sugar.

THE TWO SORTS OF SINN FEIN. 

A distinction had been drawn between two 
sorts of Sinn Feiners, but he thought that the 
innocent section which would dare to lift up 
its voice in depunciation of the activities of the 
other section could be very easily and rapidly 
enumerated. They were either the accomplices 
of, or intimidated by, those who were planning 
and carrying out crime. ‘There was no sugges- 
tion in that debate which would not be com- 
nrunicated by him directly to the Irish Office, 
aud which would not be: made the subject of 
ciscussio Son between himself, the Attorney- 
General for Ireland, and the Chief Secretary: 
He was clearly of opinion that the over- 
whelming majority of those who held Sinn Fein 
views were determined that they would, and 
could, conquer separation from England, and 
he was sure they should be well advised to 
face the situation awaiting them with the know- 
ledge that a body of desperate, well-organised, 
and able men had banded themselves together 
to challenge the strength of England, and to 
shrink from no means which would enable them 
to make what they called their “ self- 
determination.” There was no indication or 
proof’ that these ple in Ireland would accept 
any concession without asking for that which 
would never be conceded to them. He need 
not insist upon the strategic place which Ire- 
Every single 
motive which led the United States of America 
to resist the attempt at secession would operate 
with even greater force in the case of Ireiand. 
To those who abandoned themselves to a course 
so desperate as separation, he would say that, 
theugh they might hate the Empire, it had 
never been found that there was any lack of 
strength or determination in the Empire. Our 
difficulties bad been great, and had become 
greater, until we saw at this time no end to 
them, except in tenatity and stubbornness 
where our great Imperial interests were con- 

. tis memory im that connection went 
back to the Boer War, where, after many 
weary months, we broke down by blockhouses 
the resistance of the Boers. He recalled the 
crisis of the last five years, through the danger 
of which we had happily passed, and how we 
never faltered when the enemy attempted to 
oppose his will upon us. “ Having resisted the 
might of the German Empire, did anyone be- 
lieve that we were going to give way to people 
in Ireland who would destroy the Empire? That 
had not been the character of the people of 
England. It would not be their character in 
the years that were in front of them. Under 
no circumstances whatever could they look to 
any solution of this question which was not 
compatible with the safety of the United King- 
dom and the Empire. If the Government were 
not capable in that task, they -would give way 
to others. (Cheers.) 


LORD SELBORNE. 


The Earl of Selborne said that it was so 
essential. that the Government sbkould carry 
with it public opinion that he hoped it would 
take steps to keep the whole world informed of 
what was happening in ireland. We could not 
resurrect the past, and all of them must help 
the Government to try te find a solution. ‘The 
majority of the people of Ireland had a malig- 
nant hatred of England. In those. circumstances 
there would be no use in having conferences. 
To meet the position would a long and pain- 
ful task, and the United Kingdem and the 
whole Empire should know the whole of the 
facts. He did not say that in regard te any 
foréign country. We resented foreign inter- 
ference in our affairs.

PROSECUTION IN DUBLIN. 

In the Southern Police Court, before Mr. 
Swifte, K.C.. the Blanchardstown Mills, Ltd., 
was summoned by the “ Profiteering ” Com- 
mittee of Jie Rathmines Urban District Coun- 
cil. for charging 2s. 14d. for a quarter of a 
stone of flaked meal supplied to Mrs. Clara 
Abbott, 23 Leeson Park avenue, Appian Way, 

Mr. Russell, solicitor (insjructed by Messrs. 
W. J. Shannon and Co.) appeared for the 
prosecution; Mr. J. Lardner (instructed by 
Mr. W. TT. Sheridan) appeared for the de 
fendants. 

The prosecution arose out of a written com- 
plaint made to the Rathmines “ Profiteering 
Committee by Mr. dohn Abbott that his wife 
had been charged at the rate of 8s. 6d. for 
flaked meal at «be Ranelagh branch of the 
company, which he considered was gross “ pro- 
fiteering.” The matter was investigated by the 
Committee, and it was held that a charge of 
le. 44d. for a quarter of a stone would yield a 
reasonable profit. A refund of 9d. to the pur- 
chaser was ordered and a prosecution insti- 
tuted. 

Mrs. Clara Abbott etated that «nm the 9 
March she went to the Ranelagh store an 
asked for a quarter of a stone of flaked meal. 
The shop. assistant told her that the price 
had been increased. She (witness) hesitated 
about buying, but eventually took a quarter of 
a stone and paid 2s. 14d. for jt. Another cus- 
tomer asked how much had the meal been in- 
creased in price, and the assistant answered 
that it had gone up 3d. a pound. Mre. Abbott 
suid that she had never before been charged 
more than Ss. 6d, per stone for flaked meal. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lardner, witness 
said that there was no possibility of a mistake. 
She could not recollect what eoin or coins she 
tendered or what change she received, but 
she was perfectly certain that she was charged 
2s. lid. for the quarter of a stone. Witness 
was urgently pressed to remember what money 
she tendered and what change she received, 
but she said that she was only certai:. that she 
was charged an amount of 2s. lid. 

Mr. John Abbott gave evidence of writing 
the letter of complaint to the Committee. 

Mr. Lardner said that Blanchardstown Mills, 
Ltd., had 13 branches im the city. The Rane- 
lagh branch was in eharge of one lady, who 
had no assistance. From time to time ‘iets of 
prices were issued to the branches for the in- 
formation of the assistants, and on the day of 
this occurrence there was a list of prices hang- 
ing in the shop showing that the price of best 
oat meal was 5s. per stone. When a change 
occurred in a price the branches were notified. 
On the day in question an increase of 3d, per 
pound was made im the charge for flaked rice. 
This increase was advised to the branch on a 
post-card, which contained the word “ flaked,”’ 
but did not say whether it meant rice or oat- 
meal. The branch manager would knew, how- 
ever, that rice was meant; the price of oat- 
meal was quoted in stones and that of rice in 
pounds. Counsel suggested that Mrs, Abbott 
misunderstood the assistant’s remark, which 
was moant to apply to the flaked rice and not 
to the meal @hich Mrs. Abbott was purchasing. 
What the magistrate had to decide was 
whether Mr. Abbott or the shop assistant made 
a mistake, or whether the assistant was wilfully 
dishionest, after eight years with the firm, for 
the sake of 9d. ci 

Mr. Kdward Plunkett, representing the en 
pany, said that Miss Moloney was manaying {he 
Ranelagh branch. He was respcnsible for tie 
stock and management of the branches. The 
controlied arti¢les were sold at control prices, 
which were adv; in writing to the brane 
by himself. At the time of thie sale the price 
list showed the price of flaked meal tj be 5s. 
per etone. It iwae unusual to sell meal in 
smal! quantities. © Flaked meal had been in- 
creased from 6s. to 5s. 6d. a stone on the 
12th March, and, in accordance with the usual 
practice, notice of this increase wae communi- 
cated to the branches, Such a price as 8s, 6d.

THE FARMER’S TROUBLES. 
TO THE EPITOR OF THE thisil TIMES. 

Sm,—As an Irish farmer of 245 Irish acres, 
and with over fifty years’ experience of farm- 
ing, I must take exception to some statemente 
in your leadet of Monday. Your leader-writer 
states that “ Irish agriculture is pouring a rich 
treasure into the pockete of- Irish farmers; it 
is adding little or nothing to the revenues of 
the Irish labourer’; and that, “if a farmer 
will cultivate his land in a wey that allows 
others beside himself to benefit by the process, 
most of his troubles. will disappear.” The first 
sentence is simply not true. What with in- 
creased rates, imeome tax, imereased expenses 
and wages. etc., personally I find it only pos- 
sible to hold my own; and with eight men who 
get about £100 e year apicce surely I add to 
the revenues of Irish labourers. 

As to the latter statement, every farmer who 
employs a workman must be allowing others 
beside himself to benefit. All farmers must, and 
will, farm as they think best for their holdings. 
Some farms are entirely unsuited for tillage. 
Look at the position of many tillage farmers 
after the past wet April. Many an acre will 
never be sawn this year. The greater part of 
Ireland will be farmed at a Serious loss if too 
wide a breadth of tillage ie attempted by a 
farmer. Stock-farming is the cnvedetel type of 
farming over most of this country. It. is a 
delnsion that many city men are possessed with 
that present Irish farming ie all a matter of 
gethering in .wdoney: they little know of the 
losses suffered by stock. This season I have 
pulled two beasts in a dying condition out of 
bog-ditches, and dogs have taken many of my 
lambs.—Yours, etc.,
